A REFLECTING LANTERN.
The reflecting lantern Is more mag-
leal In its operation than a magic-lan

tern because Instead of projecting
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through transparent slides it reflects
opaqua pictures placed within it,

You can construct a satisfactory lan-

tern yourself. You must get a box
about 10 by 10 by 20 inches In slze,
2 oll-lamps, or two 16 or 32 candle-
power electric lamps with the parts

nacesgary for connecting them to the
lighting elreuit, two 1-lb. baking-pow
der ecans and two tomato cans, two
pleces of tin about 6 by 10 inches In
gize, and a doubleconvex lens about
3 inchesa in diameter. The lens from
a lantern or bieyele lamp will do

Figures 3 and 4 show the inside ar-
rangement of the lantern box. Place
the lamps in the corners of the box,
next to the front, and tack in back of
them the plece of tin for reflectors
(A, Flgs. 3 and 4). Bend the reflee-
tors as shown in Fig. 3.

Of the many different lines of agri
cultural interests, poultry raising, fruft
growing and bee keeping can be com-
bined to the best advantage. Poultry,
frult and bees are directly benefited
by being kept together., Three esson
tial erops, meat, fruilt and honey, can
be grown on the same ground at one
time, each contributing to the
if the other in various waya,

Fruit trees afford the shade and
protection negessary for fowls and
They vield food in blossoms,
Insects and fallen fruits and in retum
nre benofited by losing all that is so
eagerly devoured by the industrious
beneflciaries of their beauty, Fowls
not only decrease the insect pesta in
the orchard, but they deposit rich
nourishment unsurpassad in guality
for goll. The majority of farmhouses
nnd suburban residences have or
chards or plots of ground that with
very little preparation ean be made
into fdeal poultry rung. Whers begin
ners are planning a plot to set out in
fruit, future growth should be consid-
ered, standard apple trecs should be
planted 35 or 40 feet apart each way,
a8 the trees do not get large enough
to bear under ten years, nor attain full
growth under twenty years, Many de-
girnble crops can be secured in the
meantime by setting out two peach
or plum trees or rows of pear and
cherry trees between the apple troes.
This leaves ample room for bush frult
or berries to be ralsed and cultivated.
It is best to put early baby chicks in
the young [fresh-planted trees and
bushes to prevent damage to tender
roots from scratching, Baby chicks
thrive begt among bhushes and vines.

Trimming During Dormant Seasons
Tends to Wood Production—Sum.
mer Pruning Is Exhausting.

Heavy top pruning increases the
woody growth of trees. It may invig-
orate weak trees, It tends to lessen
fruit production or even check it alto-
gether, It induces the production of
water sprouts, which are practically
parnsites a8 far as the welfare of the
Lree is coneerned,

Prune wenk trees relatively heavier
than strong growing ones. Prune every
year, removing small amounts of wood,
rather than removing the same aggre
gate at longer intervals. Remove wa-
ter sprouts as fast as they sppear.
